Fair w arning will lie given to 
the powers and if they still persist in u 
policy calculated to drive China to des* 
peratiou the only thing left for the ad­ 
m inistration will bo to outer into inde­ 
pendent negotiations with the imperial 
government. 
Such a course would un­ 
doubtedly btl followed by Russia and 
France, but the action of Great Britain. 
Germany aud Ja]>an is problematical 
because of their recent agreement. 
Governm ent officials, no longer make 
any attem pt to conceal their belief in 
the sincerity of the protestations made 
by the powers that they do not contem ­ 
plate the partition of China. Tho speech 
of Count von Buelow illustrates well

recalled Bismarck’s declaration after 
the Franco-German war th at he would 
"bleed France pate.”

That is the dif- 
ference between the attitude of America 
aud that of the European powers.

B e cure im portant modifications iu several 
of the propositions which have the sup­ 
port of several of the ministers at Pekin 
and others which have been suggested 
there. 
Minister Conger has been in­ 
structed to oppose the provision sug­ 
gested by the protocol that an article be 
inserted binding the Chinese govern­ 
m ent to the revision of - the existing 
treaties of commerce. 
The objection 
of the United States is based on the 
fact that such a revision would mean 
separate terms to each power, special 
concessions to those which intrigued 
most successfully at the Chinese ocmrt 
and probable secrecy regarding some of 
these concessions. 
The United States desires nothing in 
ihe way of general commercia! privi- 
eges which is not granted to every other 
lower. 
They are opposed to the seper- 
it© revision of the treaties, however, 
jot only upon direct ground of A m en­ 
ia n interests in the negotiations but be­ 
muse of a complication which would Jbe 
ikely to follow separate arrangements. 
In the opinion of some of the leading 
facials of the state department such ar- 
angements would only open the way
